A s t r o n o m ic a l T le n u m e n u . 
The Virginia City (Nevada> Enterprise gives 
the following account of one of the pillars be­ 
ing set up by one of the exploring expeditions 
in tho Western Territories: “ The place select­ 
ed i*ihe exact apex of a high hill about two 
hundred yards east of the Imperial Empire 
Hoisting Works. 
The monument Is being set 
up by W. W. Maryatt, astronomer in charge 
o one of tho astronomical parties of the Wheel­ 
er United States expedition. 
The stone con 
s.ituting the monument was cut au b e Nevada 
State Prison. 
It weighs two tons, and Is six 
feet in height. 
The base Is two and one-half 
feet square, and the apex two feet square.— 
On one side is the following inscription: ‘Uni­ 
ted States meridian and latitude mark explo 
rations west of 100th meridian, War Depart­ 
ment.’ 
On the opposite side are blanks for 
latitude and longitude when they shall I ave 
been ascertained. 
Mr. Maryatt has with him 
three men. 
They were yesterday engaged in 
digging a hole in the solid lava forming the 
peak of the hill. 
This morning they ex acted 
to obtain the assistance of fifteen or twenty 
men from the Imperial Empire to lower the 
stone Into its place. 
When the monument 
shall have been made perfectly finn a floor 
will be laid around it, and a large tent erect 
ed over all, thus forming a temporary astro­ 
nomical and meteorological observatory. 
We 
learn that it is proposed here to conduct a se 
ries of elaborate observations for the purpose 
of establishing the exact latitude and long! 
tude, and also the exact altitude of the astro­ 
nomical monument. 
The site of this astro­ 
nomical monument and observing pier was lo­ 
cated by Major Weiss during his toj*ographical 
survey* In ami about this place some weeks 
ago, aud it is considered the liest and most 
convenient for the use for which ll is intended 
that is to be found in the neighborhood. 
The 
monument will serve while observations are 
being taken, as a jnslustal to the telescope em 
ployed, and will afterward remain as a point 
Of geographical reference. 
Mr. Maryatt will 
probably begin his observations in three or 
four dajs. 
While at work he will 
in direct 
telegraphic communication with J. II. Clark, 
the astronomer in charge of a similar observ­ 
atory situated in Tomple-square, Salt I.ake 
City.. Mr. Muryutt is supplied with a full set 
of instruments, and while here will Ik* observ­ 
ing for the exact time. 
As we have never yet 
had the exact lime here, it will bo well for 
some of our Jewelers to make use of this op 
port unity of getting IL 
This will be the third 
monument of the kind Mr. Maryatt has estab­ 
lished this season, and he expects to construct 
Iwo others 
one in Idaho and one in Montana. 
He finds our atmosphere most favorable for 
astronomical observations, urn! suya that he 
can see the rings of Saturn quite as distinctly 
here with his small telescope as they can be 
seen from the observatory at Chicago, where 
is one of the largest telescop's In the United 
States.”

It is hopeless to attempt to fatten chickens 
while they are at liberty. 
They must be put 
in a proper coop; and this, like moat other 
poultry appurtenances, need not be expensive. 
To fatten twelve fowls, a coop may lie three 
feet long, eighteen inches high, and eighteen 
inches deep, made entirely of bars. 
No part 
solid-neither top, sides or bottom. 
Discre­ 
tion must be used, according to the size of the 
chickens put up. 
They do not want room; 
indeed, tho closer they are the better—provid­ 
ed they can all stand up at the same tinie.- 
Cure must be taken to put up such us have 
been accustomed to be together, or they will 
light, 
lf one is quarrelsome, it is better to 
remove it at once, as, like other bad exam­ 
ples, it soon finds imitators. 
A diseased 
chicken should not be put up. 
The food sho'd 
be ground oats; and may either be put up in 
a trough or on a fiat board running along the 
front of the coop. 
It may be mixed with w a­ 
ter or milk—the latter is the better. 
It should 
Lh* well soaked, forming a pulp as loose as eau 
l>e, provided it does uot run oil the l>oard.— 
They must be well fed three or four times a 
day—the first time as soon after daybreak as 
may bt1 possible or convenient, aud then at 
intervals of four hours. 
Each meal should be 
as much and no more than they can eat up 
clean. 
When they have done feeding, the 
board should be wiped, and some gravel may­ 
be spread. 
It causes them to feed and thrive. 
After a fortnight of this treatment, you will 
have good, fat fowls. 
If, however, there are 
but five or six to be fattened, they must not 
have us much room as though there were 
twelve. 
Nothing Is easier lhau to allow them 
them the proper space, as It is only necessary 
to have two or three pieces of wood to pass 
between the bars and form a partition. 
This 
may also serve when fowls are put up at dif­ 
ferent degrees of fatness. 
This requires atten­ 
tion, or fowls will not keep fat and healthy.— 
Ah soon us the fowl is sufficiently fatted, it 
must be killed, otherwise it will not get fulter, 
but will lose flesh. 
If fowls are intended for 
the market, of course they are or may be all 
fatted at oncer but if for home consumption, 
it is better to put them up at such Intervals as 
will suit the time when they will be required 
for the table.— Journal o f Chemistry. 


’l i t e N ew - H o t t i n g O il XI e ll* . 
The eight large wells recently struck on the 
Starr and Troutman farms are represented to 
exceed lit average production anything known 
within so limited att area since the early days 
of rithole. 
Tho Titusville (Penn.) Herald 
says: “The first of these wells is the T rout­ 
man, struck last Spring, which started up at 
alKtut COO barrels, and is now doing about 450. 
There are now seven other wells In this Imme­ 
diate vicinity doing respectively all the way 
front 500 to 1,300 barrels per day. 
Their 
names are as follows: The Boyer well, 700 
barrels; the two .Satterfield A. Taylor Wells, 
GOO barrels each; the P ercj A Beck well, 600 
barrels; the Thompson A Harley well, 950. 
The Dean's well, struck last Saturday, is doing 
1,300 barrels. 
The last of the eight is the 
Capt. G rade well, struck last week, doing 
alM»ut 7oo barrels. 
There are seventy-four 
more wells now going down in this yicinity, 
within a radius of about a quarter to half a 
mile, whicb’wlil be finished within the next 
thirty days. 
Tho best Informed Judges place 
the present production of the region at 30,000 
barrels per day. 
The excess is being rapidly 
brought up at low figures by siteculators. who 
believe that a reaction must eventually ensue. 
It is highly probable that oil will be vety 
cheap for some lime, but how cheap no one 
can tell. 
The pool of oil which has been 
struck will, owing to the large number of wells 
sunk over it, unquestionably, like its prede­ 
cessors, Itecome rapidly exhausted, and the 
low price will discourage new developements 
and have a tendency lo shut down many of 
the smaller wells. 
Meanwhile the heavy slti|t- 
ments of cheap oil to Europe will open up new 
channels of trade. 
The demand nill in future 
Im* increased in proportion, and a reaction 
with high prices will, judging from past ex­ 
perience, not diminish the demand. 
China 
und Japan ate now taking considerable oil, 
and this trade, which is comparilively new, 
can be pushed lo an almost unlimited extent. 
The present sudden aud unlooked for ilia ease 
or oar product, with resultant low price*, will 
therefore, in the long run, be likely to prove 
advantageous to the interests of the region.”

A s tr o n o m ic a l m o n u m e n t* . 
The Virginia City (Nevada) Enterprise gives 
the following account of one of the pillars be­ 
ing set up by one of the exploring expeditions 
in the Western Territories: “ The place select­ 
ed ¡s,áhe exact apex ot a high hill about two 
hundred yards east of the Imperial Empire 
Hoisting Works. 
The monurpent is being set 
up by W. W. Maryalt, astronomer in charge 
o' one of the astronomical parties of the Wheel­ 
er United States expedition. 
The stone con­ 
stituting the monument was cut at the Nevada 
State Prison. 
It weighs two tons, and is six 
feet in height. 
The base is two and one-half 
feet square, and the apex two feet square.— 
On one side is the following inscription: ‘Uni­ 
ted States meridian and latitude mark explo­ 
rations west of 100th meridian, War Depart­ 
ment.’ On the opposite side are blanks for 
latitude and longitude when they shall have 
been ascertained. 
Mr. Maryatt has with him 
three men. 
They were yesterday engaged in 
digging a hole in the solid lava forming the 
peak of the hill. 
Th¡3 morning they expected 
to obtain the assistance of fifteen or twenty 
men from the Imperial Empire to lower the 
stone into its place. 
When the monument 
shall have been made perfectly firm a floor 
will be laid around it, and a large lent erect­ 
ed over all, thus forming a temporary astro­ 
nomical and meteorological observatory. 
We 
learn that it is proposed here to conduct a se­ 
ries of elaborate observations for the purpose 
of establishing the exact latitude and longi­ 
tude, and also the exact altitude of the astro­ 
nomical monument. 
The site of this astro­ 
nomical monument and observing pier was lo­ 
cated by Major Weiss during hi3 topographical 
surveys in and about this place some weeks 
ago, and it is considered the best and most 
convenient for the use for which it is intended 
that is to be found in the neighborhood. 
The 
monument will serve while observations are 
being taken, as a pedastal to the telescope em • 
ployed, and will afterward remain as a point 
of geographical reference. 
Mr. Maryatt will 
probably begin his observations in three or 
four days. 
While at work he will be in direct 
telegraphic communication with J. II. Clark, 
the astronomer in charge of a similar observ­ 
atory situated in Temple-square, Salt Lake 
City.. Mr. Maryatt is supplied with a full set 
of instruments, and while here will be observ­ 
ing for the exact time. 
As we have never yet 
had the exact time here, it will be well for 
some of our jewelers to make use of this op­ 
portunity of getting it. 
This will be the third 
monument of the kind Mr. Maryatt has estab­ 
lished this season, and he expects to construct 
two others—one in Idaho and one in Montana. 
He finds our atmosphere most favorable for 
astronomical observations, and says that he 
can see the rings of Saturn quite as distinctly 
here with his small telescope as they can be 
seen from the observatory at Chicago, where 
is one of the largest telescopes in the United 
States.”

Fattening: C h ick en s. 
It is liopeless to attempt to fatten chickens 
while they are at liberty. 
They must be put 
in a proper coop; and this, like most other 
poultry appurtenances, need not be expensive. 
To fatten twelve fowls, a coop may be three 
feet long, eighteen inches high, and eighteen 
inches deep, made entirely of bars. 
No part 
solid—neither top, sides or bottom. 
Discre­ 
tion must be used, according to the size of the 
chickens put up. 
They do not want room; 
indeed, the closer they are the better—provid­ 
ed they can all stand up at the same time.— 
Care must be taken to put up such as have 
been accustomed to be together, or they will 
fight. 
If one is quarrelsome, it is better to 
remove it at once, as, like other bad exam­ 
ples, it soon finds imitators. 
A diseased 
chicken should not be pul up. 
The food sho’d 
be ground oats; and may either bo put up in 
a trough or on a flat board running along the 
front of the coop. 
It may be mixed with wa­ 
ter or milk—the latter isthe Wetter. 
It should 
be well soaked, forming a pulp aa loose as can 
be, provided it does uot run oil the board.— 
They must be well fed three or four times a 
day—the first time as soon after daybreak as 
may be possible or convenient, aud then at 
intervals of four hours. 
Each meal should be 
as much and no more than they can eat up 
clean. 
When they have done feeding, the 
board should be wiped, and some gravel may 
be spread. 
It causes them to feed and thrive. 
After a fortnight of this treatmeut, you will 
have good, fat fowls. 
If, however, there are 
but five or six to be fattened, they mu3t not 
have as much room as though there were 
twelve. 
Nothing is easier than to allow them 
them the proper space, as it is only necessary 
to have two or three pieces of wood to pass 
between the bars and form a partition. 
This 
may also serve when fowls are put up at dif­ 
ferent degrees of fatness. 
This requires atten­ 
tion, or fowls will not keep fat and healthy.— 
As soon as the fowl is sufficiently fatted, it 
must be killed, otherwise it will not get falter, 
but will lose flesh. 
If fowls are intended for 
the market, of course they are or may be all 
fatted at oncer but if for home consumption, 
it is better to put them up at such intervals as 
will suit the lime when they will be required 
for the table.—Journal of Chemistry. 


T U e J iew F lo w in g O il W e lls. 
The eight large wells recently struck on the 
Starr and Troutman farms are represented to 
exceed in average production anything known 
within so limited an area 9ince the early days 
of Pithole. 
Tbo Titusville (Penn.) Herald 
says: “The first of these wells is the Trout­ 
man, struck last Spring, which started up at 
about COO barrels, and is now doing about 450. 
There arc now seven other wells in this imme­ 
diate vicinity doing respectively all the way 
from 500 to 1,300 barrels per day. 
Their 
names are as follows: The Boyer well, 700 
barrels; the two Satterfield & Taylor Wells, 
C00 barrels each; the Percy & Beck well, G00 
barrels; the Thompson & Harley well, 950. 
The Dean's well, struck last Saturday, is doing 
1,300 barrels. 
The last of the eight is the 
Capt. Gracie well, struck last week, doing 
about 700 barrels. 
There are seventy-four 
more wells now going down in this yicinity, 
within a radius of about a quarter to half a 
mile, which'will be finished within the next 
thirty days. 
Tbo best informed judges place 
the present production of the region at 30,000 
barrels per day. 
The excess is being rapidly 
brought up at low figures by speculators, who 
believe that a reaction must eventually ensue. 
It is highly probable that oil will be very 
cheaj) for some lime, but how cheap no one 
can tell. 
The pool of oil which has been 
struck will, owing to the large number of wells 
sunk over it, unquestionably, like its prede­ 
cessors, become rapidly exhausted, and the 
low price will discourage new developements 
and have a tendency to shut down many of 
the smaller wells. 
Meanwhile the heavy ship­ 
ments of cheap oil to Europe will open up new 
channels of trade. 
The demand will in future 
be increased in proportion, and a reaction 
with high prices will, judging from past ex­ 
perience, not diminish the demand. 
China 
and Japan arc now taking considerable oil, 
and this trade, which is comparitively new, 
can be pushed to an almost unlimited extent.

New Y ork, Oct. 4.—At ll o’clock Thurs­ 
day General Wheaton had n talk with tile 
Indians, iii tho guard house. 
Jack, who by 
tho by lookod considerably worn and pulled 
down by close confinement for the past two 
or three months, took a seat on the end of the 
bunk, and old -iscboncbiu sat down on his 
right, buddled up in LU blanket. 
Both of 
th### modest braves were shackled at the feat, 
and had rather a wild and nervous appear­ 
ance. a# lf vary caxton I about their future. 
Boston Charley and Black Jim, 
who were 
•hackled together, sat down on tho left of 
Jack, the former on the edge of the bank, and 
th# latter on the floor, with bl# back to the 
wall. 
Buckikin Doctor and Pete, two of the 
Lost River murderers, sat next to Black Jim, 
with Barncho and Slolux on their left, a a l 
Long Jim on the extreme right. 
Youn 
Scboncbln sat on the bunk on tile right of bis 
father, und the Curly-Headed Doctor, Dave 
and another of the Lost River murderers were 
squalled along the wall on tile right of the 
aemi-drclu. Tim whole party were very fidgety 
and although they had learned from outside 
sources that six of them were going to he 
hanged, they had received no official notiflca 
tiou of tHeir approaching doom. 
After the 
general had taken his seat the post chaplain 
walked Into thp middle of the circle and de- 
livered att address lo Hie condemned, which 
closed uh follows: 
I have to tell you all that the great father iu 
Washington lias decided that to-morrow yon 
must all die for your sins, and the Great Spirit 
ulso tells you that if you repent and show soc 
row for the crimes you have committed you 
will go to the happy land. 


He then stepped up and shook bauds with 
them all, uddiug : " I hops to meet you nil iii 
the happy land above." When those remark# 
were translated by Dave Hill the captives 
evinced considerable Interest, and they wert 
evidently striving haiti to maintain conqios- 
ure, and they had a very stolid appearance 
but the nervous twitching of Hie lands and 
restless wandering of th dr eyes shawed that 
the blow struck hard. 
Boston Charley kept 
steadily chewing tobacco while the sentence 
was tieing spoken, and squirted Juice about 
the floor in a nonchalant style, as if nothing 
of any importance was taking place. 
Belion- 
chin expressed his contempt for the whole 
matter by laving back on the bunk and haw­ 
ing in a most expressive manner, as if the 
entire proceeding# were rattier a farce. 
Jack 
apjiearcd to take the news very coolly, iiul his 
bright and sparkling eyes appeared unusually 
brilliant and gazed around the circle in 
quick and restl#i.s manner. 
The interpreter 
then informed them, by order of the president, 
that their wives and families would bo taken 
good cab* of, also that Gen. Wheaton was 
now prepared to hear any remarks they hail 
to make. 
Captain Jack then spoke us fol­ 
lows : 
I have heard the sentence att I know what 
It is, bal I feel that I am more innocent than 
Bogus Charley, Hooker Jim, Steamboat Frank 
and Shacknasty Jim ; that these meu planned 
and instigated the crime of which I nm accus­ 
ed. 
When I look into my heart I sec no crime 
there. 
Youn" men start til these murders 
It’s hard to rid them of their savage habits. 
I 
was always in favor of peace, and Bogus Char­ 
ley was the first to propose the Burlier of Gen 
Canby and the peace commissioner*. 
These 
young men were with him. 
I said no, but 
they had the power and carried me with them. 
We came near a personal difficulty. 
My life 
was in danger when Bogus Charley pro po-ted 
killing Gen. Canby. 
Boston Charley was the 
one who first sanctioned it. 
Bogus Charity 
said, lf you fail to help me I do it myself. 
I 
fed while these four men are at liberty they 
have triumphed over me, and the govern- 
mcnt should fed more satisfied if they teen 
brought to trial, as they were us 
guilty, 
if 
not more so, than I am. 
I say that 
Bogus Charley was the only man who influ­ 
enced me; be was a traitor to tenth sides 
He told lies to the Modoc#, au l licit to Gen. 
Cattily. 
I should like to see him brought here. 
Hooker Jim and Bogus Chari#) were the men 
that agitated th# murder. 
I want now to tell 
tho truth. 
I want to see those men. 
I know 
that Shacknasty Jim killed (Jeu. Canby and 
shot Mcacham, and Boston Charley killed Dr. 
Thomas. ' That is all I know about the massa 
ere. 
Boston Charley says Shacknasty helped 
to kill Dr. Tboma*, and lie wants to se# him 
tried as a murderer. 
Shacknasty told me that 
be told Gen. Wheaton he killed Gen. Canli)-, 
lint I did not believe hint. He said so after Hie 
massacre. 
Bogus Charley told me ho knew 
blood was on his bands, aud I would not be 
held accountable, as he was the real criminal 
Bogus Charley wanted to kill both Gens. Can 
by and Gillem, aud was very sorry that lien. 
Gillcin did not come out that day. 


Jack begged for a reprieve. 
He was told, 
by order of General Wheaton, that the great 
law-makeis of Hie government had care­ 
fully considered his case, and that the Presi­ 
dent's decision was Anal. 
Later, he renewed 
bis attack on General Wheaton, urging that it 
would be quite proper for Scarfaced Charlie to 
take his place, and then Ids valuable forrice# 
would tie saved for his family and tribe. Gen. 
Wheaton then asked if any of the others had 
anything to say. 
Slolux spoke as follow; 
I want to talk. 
People call me George. 
I 
have been confined in the guard-house through 
misrepresentations, and my child died yester­ 
day, and I could not go with the mourners. 
Nobody here can say that lie saw me at the 
scene of the massacre. 
I would like to kuow 
who were the wit nesses against me. 
They 
told lies. 
I took no part in Hie massacre. 
I 
am confined here without caus**, 
Borne bo said : 
I am innocent. 
I want to g o se* the man 
confined, who really killed General Canby. 
I 
was some distance away when the killing was 
done. 
They were then told that they were only 
charged with carrying arms to assist in the 
massacre aud they both denied carrying arms 
ut all. 
Black Jon then said : 
I sec a great many Eton present but have no 
talk to make us Captain Jack talks. 
I al­ 
ways tell the truth, aud ant well kuoxvu among 
my people. 
Was wounded in the first fight 
at Lost river, and was very sick for many 
mouths aud not on the war path. 
My heart 
tells me I arn a gCMnJ and strong man and aide 
to take care of the Modoc?. 
If Jack and 
fScbonchin are ktiiod I should Uieu be left to 
take care of the Modoc#. 
I do uot know what 
Jack aud Schonchiu think atiout It. 
That's 
my idea, am afraid of nothing; und when it's 
war arn ut wa) s in the front rank, 
ll I have 
bean guilty of crime and the law of chiefs de­ 
cides that I should die. I am w illing to die, 
aud am not afraid to die. I have been u long 
time confined in the guard house without eve ti 
a chance to talk, and if we are to clio I think 
we should make some arrangements for our 
spirit?#in the oilier world, and I would like to 
hear the spirit mau talk. 
Boston Charley then expressed a desire to 
talk, and said: 
You all knew mu during th# xx ar, but it 
seemed to me that I had two hearts—one In­ 
dian and the other white. 
I am a boy, yet 
you ail know of what I ani guilty. 
Although 
a boy, I feel like a man. 
When I look each 
side of me I think of those other men as xvo- 
men. 
I arn not afraid to die. 
I think I am 
the only man iu the room. 
I fought in the 
front rank with Shacknasty, Steamboat, Bogus 
and Hooker Jim. 
I am wholly a man, not 
half a woman. 
I killed General Canby, as­ 
sisted by Steamboat Frank and Bogus/ Bo­ 
gus said, “ Do you Dclieve these Commission­ 
ers mean to try to make peace with u s !" 
I 
said, " I believe so." 
He said, " I don’t be­ 
lieve so; they want to lead us into some trap. ’ 
I said, "A il right; I go with you, Captain, 
and Anderson remembers when Bogus came 
into camp in the evening, and when I came in 
the morning. 
I would like to see all ray peo­ 
ple and bid them good-by to-day. 
I would 
like to go to the stockade. 
I feel that if I 
criminate oilier parties it would not amount 
to anything. 
I see ifs too lute now, that our 
chief men were not at the bottom of that af­ 
fair, and they did not take each a prominent 
part in the massacre as the young men. I am 
young. 
I know but little. 
When I sec any­ 
thing with my eyes I kuow it. 
Boston was then asked why they killed 
Canby and tho commissioner#. 
He said that 
all the presents they received had no influence 
on them, aud they suspected Canby aud the 
commissioner# of treachery, and got up a big 
mad. 
Boston then mad# a long harangue In 
which betriod to show that Jack bad no share 
In the massacre, and that he Iud worked 
very hard in keeping tho young meu quiet. 
He appeared to lay all the blame on Bogus, 


and also said that Bogus slept in lite white 
camp tlio night before the massacre in order 
to disarm auy suspicion. 
Schonchin 
was 
asked by order of Goner,ii Wheaton if he had 
anything he wished to say. 
The old chiefs 
eye {lighted considerably at the prospect of 
talk rind lie in ulo a sign in the affirmative. He 
presently commenced and spoke as follows, 
his speech being Interpreted by Olix’cr Apple­ 
gate and Dax’t* Hill*: 
You all kuow me I)ere. I was alway# a good 
man. 
There was a time when I did not want 
the white men here. 
I asked advice from 
white men. 
I scut in? boy to Ylnax reserva­ 
tion. und he chose a piece of hind for his 
bom a 
Boston Charley Ins told the truth 
when he called me a woman. 
I was like u 
woman, and opposed to war. 
I was always a 
peace man, but there were some young men 
that were over rash and anxious to do some­ 
thing to distinguish themselves. 
Hooker Jim 
and some other boys made all the trouble, 
nod when I look at these irons on my feet and 
legs, I feel that they should wear them and 
not I. 
I have alway# gix-en young men ad­ 
vice, shook hands witli white people, and here 
I am now condemned with irons on my feet. 
I heard what the great s hit man tiad to say, 
and I think it good. 
I should not die for what 
others have done, but I will cro»s ,he river 
arni xxiii go to meet iuv father in tho *;i!rit 
land. 
After the delivery of these speeches by the 
condemned, Ute post chaplain made u very 
solemn prayer for them, and Hie mealing 
broke up. 
The prisoners were shortly after­ 
wards returned to their cells, and ut 5 I*. M. 
were visited by their families. 
This xvas the 
first m ectiig since* the (loath xvarrant hail 
liven made public, and us it we# to Ik? the last 
before death separated them forever on tldi 
earth, it would naturally h ive been utf•cling, 
but xvi* were perfectly unprepared for tho fran­ 
tic stale of grief into which Hic women xvorke I 
themselves. 
They howled their weird death 
song and threw themselves on their doomed 
friend*, (awning I lieu) all over. Even the little 
children seemed to catch the infection, and they 
cried and wept in most fiendish style. 
Jack 
apjie,ired very much affected nt mooting his fit 
vurite squaw Lizzie an I tin* little papoose. Iii* 
sister Mary wa.* even more affected,and worked 
herself into a p.elect paroxysm of grief. 
The 
tittle gill even appeared to comprehend the 
situation, and -ebbed bitterly as Jack gave 
her one last embrace. 
The squaws returned 
to the stockade, and Hie murderers were left 
in their cell*. 
Old Scliouchin met his family 
xvithoui much visible emotion,but his children 
cried bitterly, and the squaws yelled as if Hie 
world xvas coming to an end. 
H ie chief did 
not betray any outward signs of agitation, 
n# kissed his little ton repeatedly, und xx hen 
just before the retreat they were taken away, 
he laid down in his collaud rolled himself Ilk# 
a ball in his blanket. 
During the afternoon a 
number of soldiers anil citizens went out to 
see Hie patent drop on which the Modoc# a r 
to bo executed to-morrow.

J acksonville, Oregon, Oct. 4.—The follow­ 
ing are the particulars of Hie execution of the 
Modoc Indian# nt Fort Klamath yesterday: 
Boston Chark*)' and Black Jim were first led 
to Hie scaffold, Schonchin following. 
The) 
manitou#) iron nerve, ap|iarently resolved to 
die bravely us they lived. 
Capt. Jack xvent 
calmly to the scaffold, bot looked abject and 
miserable. 
Tile irons had Inurn lukeii oil, but 
all xx ere s,•curdy pinioned to tho scaffold. 
Interpreters, Capt. Applegate aud David Hill, 
explained to the Indians the nature of Hie 
order read them by the adjutant promulgating 
the sent enc*. 
The two reprieved Indian*, 
Barncho and Slolux, were on the ground, 
Ironed und under guard. 
During the reading, 
tho condemned Italian* remained seated on 
tile platform of the drop, listening, hut under­ 
standing nothing except a* explained by in­ 
terpreters, 
The chaplain then offered earnest 
prayer. 
At 10:15 A. M. the nooses xvrre 
placed on th* Indians’ necks 
it xvas found 
uecr ary to cut off part of Jack's long hair, 
xvhich 
xvas 
in 
ilia way 
of the 
rojK). 
Captain Huge 
took 
the farewell of the 
prisoners; 
black 
cap* 
were draxvn 
over 
their faces, und at 10:20 the signal was given, 
tho rope cut arni the drop fell. 
Capt. Jack 
aud Black Jim died easily, lint Schonchiu 
and Boston Charley were terribly convulsed, 
and rciieatedly drew up their leg*. 
As the 
drop fell u smothered cry of horror rose from 
the crowd of live hundred Klamath Indian.*. 
Tile wives aud relatives of Hie condemned 
Modoc# in the stockade, in lull view of the ex­ 
ecution, sent up howl* and wads of anguish. 
Six coffin# had been placed directly in rear of 
the gallows; two of them were unoccupied.— 
The order reprieving Barucbo and Slolux only 
arrived at 10:30 Ur* night In fore the execu- 
lion, and preparation^ tor their execution bad 
aho been made. 
Application was uia<k* by 
tin* B.ierill of Jackson county, Oregon, to Gen. 
Wheaton for the custody of the Indian* indict­ 
ed by the Grand Jury, hut xvas refused.

The Supreme Court Judjjcsliip. 
Among the offices to be tilled at the coming 
election is that of Supreme Court Judge for 
this district, consisting of the counties of Ul­ 
ster, Greene, Sullivan, Schoharie, Albany, 
Rensselaer and Columbia. Prominent men 
are named on botli the Democratic and Re­ 
publican sides and the convention of each 
party will meet this week to nominate the 
candidates. It is idle to speculate as to who 
they will be when only a few days will deter­ 
mine the matter. 
There is one claim that we wish to urge 
upon both conventions. Ulster is hardly sec­ 
ond to any county in the district, and in pop­ 
ulation and extent of business, legal and com­ 
mercial, is immeasurably ahead of five out of 
the seven counties. Her population is 81,000, 
and that of her chief city 20,000. Her com-' 
mercial trade is immense, while her freighting, 
quarrying and manufacturing interests furnish 
a large number of cases for legal adjudication. 
Yet Ulster has had no judge since Judge 
Wright’s time, and to-day her lawyers have 
to travel scores of mile's to transact busi­ 
ness that should be done in her limits. It is 
but simple justice to Ulster county that the 
Supreme Court Judge to be selected this year 
should be located in this county. Albany 
already has a judge, and Rensselaer lias one, 
and these are the only counties in the district 
that can with the least show of reason dispute 
the claim with Ulster, while to give either 
two would be rank injustice so long as she is 
deprived of one. Columbia, with a population 
and importance vastly less, also has one, while 
it would take nearly all three remaining conn 
tics to match Ulster. The two conventions 
then can do no less than to each nominate an 
Ulster county lawyer, and thus give us a Su­ 
preme Court judge beyond a pcradvouturc.

“It was given 
freely as it was solicited” will be written con­ 
cerning the application. That were indeed a 
rcvenge.worthy the descendants of the men of 
’76; to see a despised republic reproduce its 
kind in a nation that once sought its annihila­ 
tion. “The mills of the gods grind slow but 
they grind fine.”

Rev. Dr. Iloge, of Richmond, spoke 
of union in the Saviour as the bond of the Al­ 
liance. Rev. Mr. Freemantle, of London, and 
Rev. Dr. Carlin, of Geneva, made short ad­ 
dresses . 
Rev. Dr. Stephenson, of Dublin, asked the 
prayers of the Alliance for Ireland. Rev. P. 
Lorriancr, of Paris, spoke of the spread of 
evangelical principles in France, and stated 
that a French Catholic Senator and Catholic 
Archbishop both sent for a Protestant bible 
aud minister before being executed by the 
Communists. 
Rev. Dr. Biggs, of Loudon, believed there 
was an upheaving of hearts pinioned by Ro­ 
manism. General Fisk, of St. Louis, said if 
these meetings continue, all distinctions of 
creed will be battered down. Charles Iteade, 
Member of the English Parliament, made a 
few remarks, anJ Dr. McCosh gave the bene­ 
diction. 
A meeting similar to that at the Academy 
of Music was liekl at Steinvvay Hall. The 
speeches were in German. The large hall 
was crowded, while a large number of per­ 
sons lined the sidewalks outside. 
The Dean of Canterbury spoke to-day at the 
Church of the Ascension on the desirability of 
union among Protestant denominations, lie 
said that notwithstanding sectarian differen­ 
ces tho basis on which Protestant denomina­ 
tions áre established is the same, and lie 
thought the present Evangelical Alliance 
would tend powerfully to give them harmony 
of action, especially in missionary labor. 
At University Place Presbyterian Church 
Rey. Mr. Sheshadra discoursed on the etmdi- 
tion of Christianity in that country. 
All the churches at which delegates to 
the Evangelical Alliance spoke this morning 
and evening were densely crowded. 
SUSPECTED ABORTIONIST MURDER. 
The police made a descent on the house of 
Mrs. Mitzler, a clairvoyant In Jersey City, and 
arrested the proprietress on suspicion of mal­ 
practice.

E X E C U T IO N O F T H E n tO D O C R . 


A ll M a k e S p e e c h e s . 
N ew York, Oct. 4.—A t 11 o’clock Thurs­ 
day General Wheaton had a talk with the 
Indians, in the guard house. Jack, who by 
the by looked considerably worn and pulled 
down by close continemcnt for the past two 
or three months, took a seat on the end of the 
bunk, and old ‘Schonchiu sal down . on bis 
right, huddled up in his blauket. Both of 
these modest braves were shackled at the feet, 
and had rather a wild ODd nervous appear­ 
ance. as if very noxiaus about their future. 
Boston Charley and Black Jim, who were 
shackled together, sat down on tho left of 
Jack, the former on the edge of the bank, and 
the latter on the floor, with his back to the 
wall. Buckskin Doctor and Pete, two of the 
Lost River murderers, sat next to Black Jim, 
with Barncho and Slolux on tbeir left, and 
Long Jim on the extreme right. Young 
Scboncbin sat on the bunk on the right of his 
father, and the Curly-IIeaded Doctor, Dave 
and another of the Lost River murderers were 
squatted along the wall on the right of the 
semi-circle. Thu whole party were very lidgetv, 
and although they had learned from outside 
sources that six of them were going to tie 
hanged, they had received no official notifica­ 
tion of their approaching doom. Afier t'oe 
general had taken his seat the post chaplain 
walked into the middle of the circle and de­ 
livered an address to the condemned, which 
closed as follows: 
I have to tell you all that tiie great father iu 
Washington has decided that to-morrow you 
must alf die for your sins, and the Great Spirit 
also tells you that if you repent and show sor­ 
row for the crimes you have committed you 
will go to the happy land. 
He then stepped up and shook hands with 
them all, uddiug : “ I hope to meet you all iu 
the happy land above.” When these remarks 
were translated by Dave Hill the captives 
evinced considerable Interest, and they were 
evidently striving hard to maintain compos­ 
ure, and they had a very stolid appearance, 
but the nervous twitching of the I.amis and 
restless wandering of th -ir eyes showed ihat 
the blow struck hard. Boston Charley kept 
steadily chewing tobacco while the sentence 
was being spoken, and squirted juice about 
the floor in a nonchalant style, as if nothing 
of any importance was taking place. Schon- 
chin expressed his contempt for the whole 
matter by laying back on the bunk and haw­ 
ing in a most expressive manner, as if the 
entire proceedings were rather a farce. Jack 
appeared to take the news very coolly, but his 
bright and sparkling eyes appeared unusually 
brilliant aud gazed around the circle in a 
quick and restless manner. The interpreter 
then informed them, by order of the president, 
that their wives and families would bo taken 
good cat-e of, also that Gen. Wheaton was 
now7 prepared lo hear any remarks they had 
to make. Captain Jack then spoke as fol­ 
lows : 
I have heard the sentence and know what 
it is, but I feel that I am more innocent than 
Bogus Charley, Hooker Jim, Steamboat Frank 
and Shacknasty Jim; that these men planned 
and instigated the crime of which I am accus­ 
ed. When I look into my heart I see no crime 
there. Yountr men started these murders.— 
It’s hard to rid them of their savage habits. I 
was always in favor of peace, and Bogus Char­ 
ley was the first to propose the murder of Gen. 
Cunby and the peace commissioners. These 
young men were with him. I said no, but 
they had the power and carried me with them. 
We came near a personal difficulty. My life 
was iu danger when Bogus Charley proposed 
killing Gen. Canby. Boston Charley was the 
one who first sanctioned it. Bogus Charley 
said, if you fail to help me I do it myself. I 
feel while these four men are at liberty they 
have triumphed over me, and the govern­ 
ment should feel more satisfied if they were 
brought to trial, as they were as guilty, 
if not more so, than I am. I say tlmt 
Bogus Charley was the only man who influ­ 
enced me; be was a traitor to both sides.— 
He told lies to the Modocs, and lied to Gen. 
Canby. I should like to see him brought here. 
Hooker Jim and Bogus Charley were the men 
that agitated tho murder. I want now lo tell 
tho truth. I waut to see those men. 1 know 
that Shacknasty Jim killed Gen. Canby. and 
shot Meacham, and Boston Charley killed Dr. 
Thomas. ' That is all I know about the massa­ 
cre. Boston Charley says Shacknasty helped 
to kill Dr. Thomas, and lie wants to see him 
tried as a murderer. Shacknasty told me that 
he told Gen. Wheaton he killed Gcu. Canby, 
but I did not believe him. He said so after the 
massacre. 
Bogus Charley told me lie knew 
blood was ou his hands, and I would not be 
held accountable, as he was the real criminal. 
Bogus Charley wanted to kill both Gens. Cau- 
by and Giliem, and was very sorry that Gen. 
Gillem did not come out that day. 
Jack begged for a reprieve. lie was told, 
by order of General Wheaton, that the great 
law-makeis of tiie government had care­ 
fully considered his case, and that the Presi­ 
dent's decision was final. Later, he renewed 
his attack on General Wheaton, urging that it 
would be quite proper for Scarfaced Charlie to 
take hia place, and then his valuable services 
would be saved for his family and tribe. Gen. 
Wheaton then asked if any of the others had 
anything to say. Slolux spoke as follows: 
I want to talk. People call me George. I 
have been confined in the guard-house through 
misrepresentations, and my child died yester­ 
day, and I could not go with the mourners. 
Nobody here can say that lie saw me at the 
scene of the massacre. I would like to know 
who were tho witnesses against me. They 
told lies. I took no part in the massacre. I 
am confined here without cause, 
Barncho said: 
I am .innocent, I want to go sea the man 
confined, who really killed General Canby. 1 
was some distance away when the killing was 
done. 
They were then told that \hey were only 
charged with carrying arms to assist in the 
massacre and they both denied carrying arms 
at al!. Black Jim then said : 
I see a great many men present bul have no 
talk to make as Captain Jack talks. I al­ 
ways tell the truth, and am well known among 
my people. Was wounded in the first tight 
at Lost river, and was very sick for many 
months and not on the war path. My heart 
tells me I am a good and strong man and able 
to take care of the Modocs. * If Jack aud 
Schonchin are killed I should then be left to 
take care oí the Modocs. I do not know what 
Jack and Schonchin think about it. That’s 
my idea, am afraid of nothing; and when it’s 
war am always in the front rank. If 1 have 
been guilty of crime and the law7 of chiefs de­ 
cides that I should die, I am willing to die, 
and am not afraid to die. I have been a long 
time confined in the guard house without eve li 
a chance to talk, and if we arc to die I think 
we should make some arrangements for our 
spirits in the oilier world, and I would like to 
hear the spirit mail talk. 
Boston Charley then expressed a desire to 
talk, and said: 
You all knew mu during tho war, but it 
seemed to me that I bad two hearts—one In­ 
dian and the other white. I am a boy, yet 
you all know of what I am guilty. Although 
a boy. I feel like a man. When I look each 
side of tne I think of those other men as wo­ 
men. I am not afraid to die. I think I am 
the only man iu the room. I fought in the 
front rauk with Shacknasty, Steamboat, Bogus 
and Hooker Jim. I am wholly a man, iiot 
half a woman. 1 killed General Canby, as­ 
sisted by Steamboat Frank and Bogus/ Bo­ 
gus said, “ Do you oelieve those Commission­ 
ers mean to try to make peace with us ? ’’ I 
said, “ I believe so.” He said, “ I don’t be­ 
lieve so; they want to lead us iuto some trap.” 
I said, “ All right; I go with you, Captain, 
and Anderson remembere when Bogus came 
into camp in the evening, and when I came in 
the morning. 1 would like to see all my peo­ 
ple nnd bid them good-by to-day. I would 
liko to go to the stockade. I feel that if I 
criminate other parties it would not amount 
to anything. I see it’3 too late now, that our 
chief men were not at the bottom of that af­ 
fair, and they did not take such a prominent 
part iu the massacre as the yonng men. I am 
young. I know but little.* When I see anv- 
thing with my eyes I know it. 
Boston was then asked why they killed 
Canby and tho commissioners. He said that 
all the presents they received had uo influence 
on them, aud they suspected Canby and the 
commisiioners of treachery, and got up a big 
mad. Boston then made a long harangue lu 
which he tried to 9how that Jack had no share 
In the massacre, and that lie had worked 
very hard in keeping the young meu quiet. 
He appeared to lay all the blame on Bogus, 


and also said that Bogus slept in the white 
camp the night before the massacre in order 
to disarm auy suspicion. Schonchin was 
asked by order of General Wheaton if be had 
anything he wished to say. The old chiefs 
eye flighted considerably at the prospect of 
talk nnd lie made a sign in the affirmative. He 
presently commenced and spoke as follows, 
his speech being interpreted by Oliver Apple­ 
gate and Dave Ilill': 
You all kumv me here. 1 was always a good 
man. There was a time when I did iiot want 
the white man here. I asked advice from 
white men. I sent my boy to Ylnax reserva­ 
tion, and be chose a piece of land for his 
homo. 
Boston Charley has told the truth 
when he called me a woman. I was like a 
woman, and opposed to war. I was always a 
peace man, but there were some young men 
that were over rash and anxious to do some­ 
thing to distinguish themselves. Hooker Jim 
and some other boys made all the trouble, 
and when I look at these irons on my feet and 
legs, I feel that they should wear them and 
not I. I have always given young men ad­ 
vice, shook hands with white people, aud here 
I am now condemned with irons on my feet. 
I heard what the great spirit man had to say, 
and I think it good. I should not die for whai 
others have done, but I will cross ¡he river 
and will go lo meet mv father in the spirit 
land. 
After ihe delivery of these speeches by the 
condemned, tho post chaplain made a very 
solemn prayer for them, and Uie meeting 
broke up. The prisoners were shortly after­ 
wards returned to tbeir cells, and at 5 P. M. 
were visited by their families. 
This was the 
first meetii.g since the (loath warrant had 
been made public, and as it was to lie the last 
before death separated them forever on thii 
earth, it would naturally h ive been affecting, 
but we were perfectly unprepared for the fran­ 
tic state of grief iuto which the women worked 
themselves. They howled their weird death 
song and threw themselves on their doomed 
friends, lawning them all over. Even the little 
children seemed to catch the infection,and they 
cried and wept iu most fiendish style. Jack 
appeared very much affected at meeting his fa­ 
vorite squaw Lizzie and the little papoose. His 
sister Mary was even more affected,and worked 
herself into a perfect paroxysm of grief. The 
little girl even appeared to comprehend the 
situation, and sobbed lutterly as Jack gave 
her one last embrace. The squaws returned 
to the stockade, and the murderers were left 
in their cells. Old Schonchin met his family 
without much visible emotion,but his children 
•cried bitterly, and the squaws yelled as if the 
world was comiug to au end. The chief did 
not betray any outward signs of agitation.— 
lie kissed his little son repeatedly, and when 
just before the retreat they were taken away, 
he laid down in his ceil and rolled himself like 
a ball in his blanket. During tho afternoon a 
number of soldiers and citizens went out to 
see the patent drop on which the Modocs are 
to lie executed to-morrow. 
THE EXECUTION. 
J a c k s o n v ille , Oregon, Oct. 4.—The follow­ 
ing arc the particulars of (he execution of the 
Modoc Indians at Fort Klamath yesterday: 
Boston Charley and Black Jim were first led 
to the scaffold, Schonchiu following. They 
manifested iron nerve, apparently resolved to 
die bravely as they lived. Capt. Jack went 
calmly to the scaffold, but looked abject and 
miserable. The irons tiad been taken oil, but 
all were securely pinioned to the scaffold. 
Interpreters, Capt. Applegate aud David Hill, 
explained to the Indians the nature of the 
order read them by the adjutant promulgating 
the sentence. The two reprieved Indians, 
Barncho and Slolux, were on the ground, 
ironed and under guard. During the reading, 
the condemned Indians remained seated on 
the platform of the drop, listening, but under­ 
standing nothing except as explained by in­ 
terpreters. The chaplain then offered earnest 
prayer. At 10:15 A. M. the nooses were 
placed on the Indians’ necks. It was found 
necessary to cut off part of Jack’s long hair, 
which was in tho way of tiie rope. 
Captain Iloge took the farewell of the 
prisoners; black caps were drawn over 
their faces, and at 10:20 the signal was given, 
the rope cut aud the drop fell. Capt. Jack 
and Black Jim died easily, but Schonchiu 
and Boston Charley were terribly convulsed, 
and repeatedly drew up their legs. As the 
drop fell a smothered cry of horror rose from 
the crowd of live hundred Klamath Indians. 
Tiie wives aud relatives of the condemned 
Modocs in the stockade, in hill view of the ex­ 
ecution, sent up howls und wails of anguish. 
Six coffins had been placed directly in rear of 
the gallows; two of them were unoccupied.— 
The order reprieving Barucho and Slolux only 
arrived at 10:30 the night before the execu­ 
tion, and preparation^, for their execution had 
also been made. Application was made by 
the saeriff of Jackson county, Oregon, to Gen. 
Wheaton for the custody of the Indians indict­ 
ed by the Grand Jury, but was refused. 
THE PARDONED INDIANS. 
A Forth Klamath dispatch, dated yesterday, 
says Barncho and Slolux were perfectly de­ 
lighted at gettiug reprieved this morning, and 
although their sentetce has been commuted 
to imprisonment for life, they will pass a pret­ 
ty dull season at Alcatraz.

The reason for bringing the matter up iu 
this form is that it may be decided upon its 
own merits and not be made to partake of 111 
any way or be colored by other questions. 
Í have heretofore acted as if the Mayor were 
entitled to the same privileges as the other 
members of the Common Council, except as 
the charter specifies. 
The position of the Mayor in your body has 
been compared to that of the Mice President 
in the United States Senate and to that of the 
Lieutenant Governor of the state of New York, 
which I think does uot hold good, a3 the Con­ 
stitution of the United States or that of the 
state of New Pork do not constitute tho afore­ 
said officers members of the bodies over which 
they preside, whereas the charter of the city 
of Kingston says that the Mayor and Alder­ 
men of the city shall constitute the Common 
Council thereof, and in other places speaks of 
the Mayor as a membor of the Common Coun­ 
cil.With this view I consider that the Common 
Council has the power to regulate by rule the 
manner in which its deliberations shall be 
conducted, and as no rule has been made gov­ 
erning this case I have followed tbe rule com­ 
monly in use in other deliberative bodies, but 
if the decision of your body shall be adverse 
to the course heretofore taken I will cheerfully 
acquiesce.

After the 
return of the school it was proposed to ack­ 
nowledge this kiudness in some appropriate 
way, and the purchase and presentation of a 
fine cane was finally decided upou. 
The cane was purchased and a committee con. 
sistiug of the following gentlemen, connected 
with the school, appointed to carry out the ar­ 
rangements : F. M. Ncstell, Superintendent, 
F. J. Dolson, B. McBride, J. W. Wheeler, H. 
B. Marsh. These gentlemen fulfilled the du. 
tics imposed upou them in a satisfactory man­ 
ner, with the co-operation of their pastor, Rev. 
W. H. Mickle. 
On Saturday eveuiog about 8 o’clock tho 
committee, accompanied by Rev. Mr. Mickle, 
waited upon Mr. Cornell at his home. The 
reverend gentlemen informing him they had 
called on some business,they were invited into 
tho library, and the members of tbe household, 
with Rev. Messrs. Cooper and Murray, who 
had called in aud who ef course (?) knew 
nothing about it beforehand, having been 
summoned the Rev. Mr. Mickle iu a tew 
well-chosen remarks, presented the cane, neat­ 
ly alluding to the fact that tho material was 
of ebony, tho heart of tho tree, and was a gift 
not from one heart alone but from three hun­ 
dred hearts—the Sunday School. He thanked 
Mr. Cornell for his generosity and joined with 
those ho represented in wishing him a long 
life of prosperity and usefulness. 
Mr. Cornell responded to the brief address 
in an exceedingly happy manner, returning 
thanks to the donors for their handsome pres­ 
ent, but disclaiming any credit for the act of 
which it was a memorial. He was thankful 
to a kind Providence who placed it in his 
power to render his fellow-men a service aud 
the service he had done them was only a slight 
exercise of this power, for which be had 
not thought an acknowledgment deserved. 
This pleasant ceremony over, the party were 
entertained for a brief time in social conver­

That sections 
ono aud two of the constitution be amended so as to 
read as follows: 
8 1. Every.male citizcx of the age oi twenty-one 
years who shall have been a citizen lor ten days, and 
an inhabitant oi the state one year next preceding 
any election, and for the last lour months a resident 
ol the county, and ior the last thirty days a resident 
of the election district iu which he may offer hia 
vote, shall be entitled to rote at such election in the 
election district of which he shall at the time be a 
resident, and not elsewhere, for all officers that now 
are or hereafter may be elective by the people, and 
upon all questions which may be submitted to a vote 
of the people, provided that, in time of war, no elec­ 
tor in the actual military service of the state, or of 
the United Htates, In the army or navy thereof, shall 
be deprlTsd of his vote by reason ol bis absence from 
any election district; and the legislature shall have 
power to provide the manner in Which and the tim e 
and place at which such absent electore may vote, 
and for the return and canvass of their votes in tbe 
election districts in which they respectively reside. 
8 2. No person who shall receive, expect or offerto 
receive, or pay, offer or promise to pay, contribute, 
offer or promise to contribute to another, to be paid 
or used, any money or other valuable thing as a com­ 
pensation for the giving or withholding a vote at an 
olection, or who shall make any promise to Influence 
the niviug or withholding any such vote, or who 
shall make or become, directly or indirectly, inter­ 
ested in any bet or wager, depending upon the result 
ol any election, shall vote at such olection; and upon 
challenge tor such cause, the person so challenged, 
before the efflcers authorized for that purpose shall 
receive his vote, shall Bwear or affirm before such 
officers that he has not received or offered, does not 
expect to receive, has not paid, offered or promised 
to pay, contributed, offered or promised to contrib­ 
ute to another, to bo paid or used, any money or 
other valuable thing, as a compensation or reward 
for the giving or withholding a vote at such election, 
aud has not made any promise to influenco tbe giv­ 
ing or withholding of any such vote, nor made or be­ 
come, directly or indirectly, interested in any bet or 
wager depending upon tho result of such election. 
The legislature, at the session thereof next after the 
adoption of this section, shall, and from time to time 
thereafter may, enact laws excluding from the right 
of suffrage all persons convicted of bribery or any 
infamous crime.

CONCURRENT RESOLUTION’S proposing amend- 
! m ents to article three ol the constitution. 
Resolved (il the assem’-ly concur), That sections 
one, tour, bve, six, seven aud eight of article three 
ot the constitution he amended so as to read as fol­ 
lows: 
ARTICLE III. 
Section 1. The legislative power of the state shall 
be vested in a senate and assruibb*. 
8 4. An enumeration of the inhabitants cf the state 
shall be made under tbe direction of the legislature, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred aud seventy- 
five. and in every tenth year thereafter. 
S 5. The assembly snail consist of one hundred and 
twenty-eight members elerb d for one year. The 
members of assembly sliali be apportioned among 
the several eouKties of the state, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may be, according to the number of their 
respective inhabitants, excluding aliens, aud shall be 
chosen by single districts. ’Ihe assembly districts 
shall remain as at present organized until alter the 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the state iu tbe 
year eighteen hundred aud seventy-five, 'i he legis­ 
lature, at its first session after the return of every 
enumeration, shall apportion the members of assem­ 
bly among the several counties ol the state, In man­ 
ner aforesaid, and the board of supervisors in such 
counties as may be entitled tinder such apportion­ 
ment to more than one member, except the city and 
county of New York, and in said citv and county the 
board of aldermen ot said city shall assemble at such 
times as the legislature making such apportionment 
shall prescribe aud divide their respective counties 
lute assembly districts, each of which districts shall 
consist of convenient and contiguous territory equal 
to the number ef members ef assembly to which such 
counties shall be entitled, anil shall cause to be filed 
in the offices of the secretary of state and the clerks 
of their respective counties a description ol such dis­ 
tricts, specifying the number of each district, aud 
the population thereof, according to the last preced­ 
ing enumeration, as near as can be ascertained, aud 
the apportionment and districts shall remain unal­ 
tered until anotb' T enumeration sball be made as 
herein provided. 
No town shall be divided in the 
formation of assemDly districts. Every county here­ 
tofore established and separately organized, except 
the county of Hamilton, shall always be entitled to 
ono member of the assembly, and no new county 
shall be hereafter erected unless its population shall 
entitle It to a member. The county of Hamilton 
shall elect with the county ol Fulton until the popu­ 
lation ol the cannty cf Hamilton shall, according to 
the ratio, be entitled to a member. But the legisla­ 
ture may abolish the said county of Hamilton and 
annex the territory thereof to some other county or 
counties. Nothing in this section shall prevent di- 
vision at any time ot counties and towns, and the 
erection of new towns aud counties by the legisla­ 
ture, 
§ (!. Each member of the legislature shall receive 
lor liis service an annual salary oi one thousand five 
hundred dollars. The members of either house shall 
also receive the sum of one dollar lor every ten miles 
they shall travel iu going to and returning from their 
place of meeting, once in each session, on the most 
usual roflte. Senators, when the senate alone ls , ou- 
veued in extraordinary session, or when serving as 
members of tho court for the tria! of impeachments, 
and such members of tlie assembly, not exceeding 
nine in number, as shall be appointed mnuagera oi 
an impeachment, shall receive an additional allow­ 
ance ol teu do-lars a Jar. 
8 7. No member of the legislature shall receive any 
civil appointment within fhld state, or the senate of 
tho United States, from the governor, the governor 
aud senate, or from the legislature, or irom any city 
government, during the time for which he shall have 
been elected; aud nil sucji appointments, and all 
votes given for any siti h memoer ior any such office 
or appointment, shall be void. 
■5 8. No person shall be eligible to the legislature 
who at the tim e of his election i», or within one 
hundred days previous thereto has been, a mem­ 
ber of congress, a civil or mtlltarv officer under 
the United States, or an wfflcer under any citv gov­ 
ernm ent. And If any person shall, after his elec­ 
tion as a member of the legislature, be elected to 
congress or appointed to uny office,civil or military 
under the governm ent of the United states, or un­ 
der any d ry governniout, lua acceptance thereof 
shall vacate his seat. 
And that the following additional sections be 
added to said article three of the constitution : 
{ 17. No act shall be passed which shall provide 
that any existing law, or any part thereof, shall 
be made or deemed a part of said act, or which 
shall enact that any existing law, or any part 
thereof, shall be applicable, except by inserting It 
In such act, 
} IS. The legislature shall net pass a private or 
local bill in any of the following cases: 
Changing the names of persons. 
Laving out, opening, altering, working or dis­ 
continuing roads, highways or alleys, or for drain­ 
ing swamps or other low lands. 
Locating or changing county seats. 
Providing for changing of venue in civil or crim­ 
inal cases. 
Incorporating villages. 
Providing for election of members of boards of 
supervisors. 
Selecting, drawing, summoning or impannellng 
grand or petit Jurors. 
Regulating the Interest on money. 
The opening and conducting of elections or des­ 
ignating places of voting. 
Creating, increasing or decreasing fees, percent­ 
age nr allowance of public officers during the term 
for Which said, officers are elected or appoint­ 
ed. 
G ranting to any corporation, association or in­ 
dividual the right to lay down railroad tracks. 
Granting to any private corporation, association 
or Individual any exclusive privilege, immunity or 
franchise whatever. 
Providing for building bridges, and chartering 
companies for such purposes, except on the Hud­ 
son river below W aterford, and on the East river, 
or over the w aters forming a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state. 
The legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
the cases enum erated iu this section,and for all oth­ 
er eases which in its Judgment may be provided for 
by general laws. But no law shall authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad ex­ 
cept upon the condition that the consent of the 
ow ners of one-half In value of the property bound­ 
ed ub, and the consent also of the local authori­ 
ties having the control of that portion of a street 
or highway upon which It is proposed to construct 
or operate such railroad be first obtained, or, In 
case the consent of such property-owners cannot 
be obtained, the general term of the supreme 
court In the district In which it is proposed to be 
constructed may, upon application, appoint three 
commissioners, who shall determine, after a hear­ 
ing of all parties Interested, w hether such railroad 
ought to be constructed or operated, and tlieir de­ 
term ination, confirmed by the court, may be taken 
in lieu of the consent of tho property owners. 
4 19. The legislature shall neither audit nar allow 
any private claim or account against the state, but 
may appropriate money to pay such claims as shall 
have been audited and allowed according to law. 
} 20. Every law which imposes, continues or re­ 
vives a tax shall distinctly state the tax and the ob­ 
ject to which It Is to be applied, and it shall not be 
sufficient to refer to any other law to fix such tax 
or object. 
4 21. On the final passage, In either house of the 
legislature, of any act which Imposes, continues or 
revives a tax, or creates a debt or charge, or makes, 
continues or revives any appropriation of public or 
trust money or property, or releases, discharges or 
com mutes any claim or demand of the state, the 
question shall be taken for yeas and navs, which 
shall be duly entered upon the Journals, and three- 
fifths of all the members elected to either house 
shall In all such cases be necessary to constitute a 
quorum therein. 
4 22. There shall be In the several counties, ex­ 
cept in cities whose boundaries are the same as 
those of the county, a board of supervisors, to be 
composed of such members and elected in such a 
manner, and for. such period, as ls or may be provi­ 
ded by law. In any such cities the duties and pow­ 
ers of 4t board of supervisors may be devolved upon 
the common council or board of aldermen thereof. 
Section seventeen of said article is hereby made 
section tw enty-three of the proposed am endm ent, 
and ls amended so as to read as follows; 
4 23. The legislature shall, by general laws, con­ 
fer upon the boards of supervisors of tlie several 
couutles of the state such further powers of local 
legislation and adm lulstratlou as the legislature 
may from time to tim e deem expedient. 
4 24. The legislatnre shall not, nor shall the com 
raon council of any city, nor anv board of supervi­ 
sors, grant any extra compensation to any public 
officer, servant, agent or contractor. 
4 25. Sections seventeen anu eighteen of this arti­ 
cle shall not apply to any bill or the am endments to 
any bill which shall be reported to the legislature 
by commissioners who have been appointed pursu­ 
ant to law to revise the statutes.

41. The com ptroller aud secretary of state shall 
be chosen at the same general election, and for the 
same term as th e governor. The persons holding 
the offices at the time when this section shall take 
effect shall continue to hold the sam e until the first 
day of Jauuary n ex t succeeding the first election 
ef com ptroller and secretary of state, pursuant to 
the provisions hereof, aud shall each receive a sala­ 
ry to be fixed by law for such tim e as they , may 
hold such offices beyond the term for which they 
shall have been elected 
4 2. The attorney-general and state engineer and 
•surveyor shall be appointed by tbe governor, with 
the consent of the senate, and hold their offices un­ 
til the end of the term of the governor by whom 
they shall be nom inated, and until th eir successors 
are appointed. No person shall be appointed state 
engineer and surveyor who is not a practical engi­ 
neer. 
4 3. A superintendent ef state prisons shall be 
appointed by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, and hold his office for five ve.irs, unless 
sooner removed: he shall give security In such 
am ount, aud w ith such sureties, as shall be requir­ 
ed by law for the faithful discharge of Ills duties; 
he shall have the superintendence, m anagem ent 
and control ef the state prisons, subject to such 
laws as now exist or may hereafter be enacted; he 
shall appoint the agents, w ardens, physicians and 
chaplains of the prisons. The agent "and warden 
of each prison saall appoint all other officers of 
such prison, except the clerk, subject to the appro­ 
val of the sam« by tlie superintendent. The comp­ 
troller shall appoint the clerks of the prisons. The 
superintendent shall have all tlie powers aud per­ 
form all the duties not inconsistent herewith,which 
have heretofore been had and perform ed by the in­ 
spectors of state prisons; and irom and after the 
time when- such superintendent of state prisons 
shall have been appointed and qualified, the office 
of inspector of state prisons shall be and is hereby 
abwltshed. The governor may rem ove the superin­ 
tendent for cause at any time, giving to him a copv 
of the charges against him, and an opportunity to 
be heard iu his defense 
4 4. The treasurer shall lie chosen by the senate 
and assembly In Joint ballot, and bold "his office for 
three years, and until his successor shall be chosen 
and qualified. He shall, before entering upon tbe 
duties of his office, give sacli security as may be re­ 
quired by law. He may tie suspended from office 
by the governor during the recess of the legisla­ 
ture, and until thirty days after the com m encem ent 
of the n ext session of the legislature, w henever it 
shall appear to idtn that such treasurer, has, in anv 
particular, violated his duty 
The governor shall 
appoint a com petent person to discharge the du­ 
ties of the office during such suspension of the 
treasurer. 
4 5. The lieutenant governor, com ptroller, secrc* 
tary of state, attorney-general, treasurer and state 
engineer ami surveyor shall be the commissioners 
of the land office. The office of the com missioner of 
the canal fund ls abolished, ami all the powers and 
duties heretofore had and performed by the com­ 
missioners of the canal fund shall hereafter be had 
or performed by the comptroller. The canal board 
shall consist of the lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney-general, state engi­ 
neer ami surveyor, and superintendent of nubllo 
works. 
4 6. A superintendent of public works shall be 
appointed by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, and to hold fils office until the end of the 
term of the governor by whom he was nominated 
and until his successor ls appointed. 
He shall re­ 
ceive for his services a compensation to be fixed by 
law. He shall be required by law to give security 
fur the faithful execution of his office, before en­ 
tering upon tlie duties thereof. Me shall be charged 
with the execution of all laws reluting to the repair 
and navigation of the canals; and also of those re­ 
lating to the construction and im provem ent of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the laws 
relating to such construction or Im provem ent shall 
be confided to the state engineer and surveyor 
Subject to the control of the legislature, he shall 
make the rules ami regulations for the navigation 
or use of the canals. He may he suspended or re­ 
moved from office by the go'vernor, w henever in 
his Judgm ent the public interest shall so require; 
but In case of rem oval of such superintendent of 
public, works from office, the governor shall file 
with the secretary of state a statem ent of the cause 
of such rem oval, and shall report such rem oval aud 
the cause thereof, to the legislature at its next ses­ 
sion. 
4 7. The superintendent of public, works shall ap­ 
point not inore than three assistant superinten­ 
dents, whose duties shall lie prescribed by him, sub­ 
ject to modification by the legislature, and who 
shall receive fo rth eir services a com pensation to be 
fixed by law. They shall hold thetr office for three 
years, subject to suspension or rem oval by the su­ 
perintendent of public works, w henever In his 
Judgment th e public interest shall so require. Any 
vacancy in the office of any such assistant superin­ 
tendent shall be filled, for the rem ainder of the 
term for which he was appointed, by tlie superin­ 
tendent. of public works; but In case of tlie suspen­ 
sion or rem oval of any such assistant superinten­ 
dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in writing, the cause of such removal. 
All other 
persons employed In the care and m anagem ent of 
the canals, except collectors of tolls, ami those in 
th e departm ent ef the state engineer and surveyor, 
shall be appointed by the superintendent of public 
works, ami be subject to suspension or rem oval by 
him. 
4 8. The office of canal commissioner Is abolished 
from ami after the appointm ent and qualification of 
the superintendent »f public works, until which 
time tlie canal commissioners shall continue to dis­ 
charge their duties as now provided by law. The 
superintendent of public works shall perform all 
thu duties of the canal commissioners, and board 
of canal commissioners, as now declared by law, 
until otherwise provided by the legislature. 
4 9. The governor, by and with the consent of the 
senate, shall have power to fill vacancies, In the 
offices In this article named except as herein other­ 
wise provided; or, If the senate be not In session, 
he may grant commissions, which shall cx-pire at 
the end of the next succeeding session of the sen­ 
ate. 
4 10. Tlie attorney-general, state engineer and 
surveyor and treasurer, In office at the tim e this ar­ 
ticle shall take effect, shall hold their offices until 
their successors are appointed. 
5 11. The powers and duties of the respective 
boards, and of tlie several officers in this article 
named, shall, except as herein otherwise provided, 
be such as now are or hereafter may he prescribed 
by law, 
5 12. All offices for the weighing, tanging, meas­ 
uring, nulling or inspecting auv m erchandise, pro­

Resolved, (If the assembly concur), T hat sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution be am ended so as to read as follows : 
Section 1. The executive power shall be vested 
In a governor who shall hold his office for three 
years; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
same time, and for the same term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected n ext preceding the 
tim e when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term to r which they w ere elected. 
4 2. No person shall lie eligible to the offleé of 
governor or lleutenaut-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty 
years, and who shall have been five years, n ex t pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
4 4. The governor shall becom m anaer-ln-chlef of 
the military and naval forces of the state. He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the sen- 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as the governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. He shall com m unicate by m essage to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recom m end such m atters to them as he 
shall Judge expedient. He shall transact all uecesr 
sary business w ith the officers of governm ent, civil 
and m ilit ary, He shall expedite all such jneusures 
as may be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shall take care th at the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his nse a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
4 8. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of flve thousand dollars, 
and’shall not receive or be entitled to any other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service lie may be required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
4 9. Every bill which shall have passed the sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before It becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor ; If he approve he shall 
sign it; but If not, he shall return ft with rds objec­ 
tions to the house in whieh it shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large on the 
Journal, and proceed to reconsider It. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds of the mem bers 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together w ith the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which It shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by two-thirds of the m embers elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of the governor, in all 
such cases, the votes in both houses Hhali be d eter­ 
m ined by yeas and nays, and the names of the mem ­ 
bers voting shall be entered on the Journal of each 
house respectively. 
If any bill shall not be retu rn ­ 
ed by the governor within ten days (Sundays ex ­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the sanie shall be a law in like manner as if he had 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, preveHt Its return ; In which case it 
shall not become a law w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
the governor w ithin thirty days after such adjourn­ 
m ent. If any bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several Items of appropriations of monev, he 
may object to one or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In such 
case, he shall append to the bill, at the time of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of the item s to which he objects; 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
effect. It the legislature be in session, he shall 
transm it to the house iu which the bill originated a 
copy of such statem ent, and the items objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items He approved by 
two-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the governor. All the provisions 
of this section, in relation to bills not approved by 
the governor, shall apply In cases in which he shall 
withhold his approval from any item or items co n ­ 
tained in a bill apvronriating money.
